Two convivial bill posters visited New York 

from Detroit to work in the employ of the 
Star Theat‘e. They saw a bit of the town— 
then retired, blew out the gas, and were 
found next, morning, asphyxiated. It is a 
subject of coujecture whether it was from 
EnoTgnce of New York's advanced methods 
of turning out the lights, or from whisky. 

The bill poster who fails to get his part of 
the political advertising is generally the only 
one to blame in the matter. 

Dobbins Bros., Richmond, Ind., have sold 
mut at that point. By the terms of the sale 
ai] their boards, together with their franchise 
in the A. B. P. A., become the property of 
Murray & Swisher, managers of the new 
Ghenmet Theater. Murray & Swisher. have 
also aceuired Dobbins Bros.’ lease cn the 
Philips Opera House. The Dobbins Bros. are 
organizing a mammoth Uncle Tom's Cabin 
Company,with which they will tour the West.

Not long since the Consolidated Bill Pcsting 
Co., of Louisville, asked for an injunction 
egainst the City of Louisville, to prevent the 
latter from interfering. with the erection of 
bill boards about town. Judge Miller granted 


ma restraining order, preventing the city from 


requiring a building permit for the erection 
4 


of each new bill beard by the company until 
the Chancery Court met to pass definitely 
upon the subject. 

The injunction was then rendered perma- 
nent. 

There has been a complaint against prop- 
erty owners in Claremont street in Jersey 
City, to the effect that the bill posters have 
been leaving paste-scaked paper on their 
premises. Bill posters should always be care- 
ful to leave no evidences of their work other- 
wise than neatly posted bills, and then there 
will be no room for complaint from the most 
exacting of property owners. 

A number of forged bill board passes have 
been presented at the Manhattan Theater in 
New Ycerk. Manager E. D. Price has been 
compelled to change all ticket forms and col- 
ors. Several arrests have been made, and no 
further trouble is apprehended. 

The New York Werld says of the new Bill 
Posters’ Trust: ‘‘It looks like an attempt on 
their part to monopolize the scenery of the 
country.”” Net to monopclize, but to lend 
Variety. ! 

The W. C. T. U. of Los Angeles, Cal., are 
still uncaunted in their efforts to abolish the 
bill board pictures, as they contend that they 
are against the promotion of purity. They 
seem to have selected particularly the figures 
advertising the various mineral waters, and 
denounce them as an insult to womanhood. 
This certainly can net be the fault of these 
well-meaning ladies; and were the artist to 
make the figures mest dazzlingly beautiful, 
the fair sex would perhaps not object so 
strenuously to their embellishing and deco- 
rating the city’s bcards. 

The American Company, of Bowling Green, 
has purchased the Commercial Bill Posting 
Co. of that place. 

Otting & Son, of Newport, Ky, have in- 
creased their holdings by the addition of 
many new and desirable boards, but they are 
crowded for space as badly as they ever were. 


We note that Jacksonville, Fla., has an or- 
dinance proltbiting the pesting of bills on 
trees or fences. What is more, it is to be 
enfcrced. Before long they will all be in line.

Tir- 
rill’s boalth is not the best in the world, and 
his physician thinks a position on the road 
would improve it 

Leo A. Dillon, who owns and manages the 
Dillon Cross Reads Bill Posting Company, at 
Normal, Ill., does some of the best advertis- 
ing in the West. His efforts in his own be- 
half are especially noteworthy. 

Fire Warden |Frank P. Sawyer, of Worces- 
ter, Mass., recently determined to make a 
stand against the practice of nailing hand- 
bills, signs and other advertising matter to 
trees within his jurisdiction. He has given 
notice that there are laws forbidding this 
sort of thing, and that he will enferce them 
against offenders, who are detected. This is 
seplendid—he has our best wishes for his suc- 
Cess. Snide companies, who practice this 
sort of thing just to avoid paying the small 
amount required to have Lhe work done right 
by the people who make this their business, 
deserve nothing better than to be jailed. 


Thos. P. Littlejohn has started a plant at 
Decatur, Ala. Mr. Littlejohn also manages 
the Opera House, and does distributing and 
sign tacking. 

Every new and then some bill poster writes 
in: “The retailer will not buy pesters.’’ Pity 
these moss-backs can not visit Denver, Port- 
land, San Francisco, Lawrence, Mass., or any 
cne of the scores of other towns that. is 
blessed with live bill posters. 

Mr. P. L. Meyers, manager of the Grand 
Opera House of Janesville, Wis., has pur- 
chased the business of the Rock River Bill 
Posting Co. from Mr. Byron A. Backus. The 
deal also includes the membership in the Wis- 
consin State Bill Posting Association, only 
one member being allowed in a town. Man- 
ager Meyer now has one of the largest bill 
posting privileges in Wisconsin, now having 
over 30,000 square feet of bill boards in that 
city.

connotseurs and laymen alike! It's he art 
pictorial of advertising reduced to practical 
materialism. The printed board ad imparts 
that lucidity of ideal theory and practical 
demonstration which lacks in cold type It 
Pleases the eye, by giving color to the barren 
thought It's a study as well as realization 
in colers. 


The idea realized, unless strikingly obtrus- 
ive to even the mediocre mind, frequently re 
mains an unsolved problem in typography 
Here's where the board artist's paint. brush 
comes in good stead; here's where we must 
demonstrate the convincing Singularities of 
vivid illustration “Give color to your 
thoughts and creations, and neither sunlight 
nor darkness can withstand the force of con 
Victing evidence,”’ is old Roman wisdom. and 
it serves here as a frappant, co illustrative 
element. A black polished stove, be its 
beauty and merit ever so predominant. wil! 
sell better if these qualities are forced to 
your attention im a multi-colored ensemble: 

e., every salient feature portrayed by the 
master bund of the color artist. 


A fashion plate that lacks vividness seldom 
carries conviction. The simple cut of a bon 
met, corset, hat or other article susceptible 
to the recreative foibles of the modes, is only 
ordinarily effective. They look commonplace, 
though they be womders of conceit, handi- 
craft cr mechanism But, what will be the 
results with the clever paint brush; the pro 
creative elements of the lithographer's stone, 
and the family of color demonstrators? You 
have never succeeded in convincing those who 
can see that black is white; a rose under an- 
cther pame may be a rose still But how 
different it _is with the bonnet that meets 
your glance, traced out in uni-colored ink, 
and the one pictured in the multi-colors of 10s 
composition! Ninety-nine out of a hundred wo- 
men would chocse to buy the picture bonnet; 
the printers’ imk advertised bonnet would 
likely go unnoticed, though it be exactly the 
same thing 


Whisky colors, tobacco colors or amber 
gambrinus are specific colors as regards char- 
acteristic Yet there are manufacturers who 
pride themselves upon the achievement of a 
certain whisky color, tobacco coler or beer 
coler. Whisky colors, tobacco colors or beer 
colers are simply such and nothing else in 
the eyes of the general publi But bring 
these “‘special’’ colors to the attention of a 
clever artist, and ‘have them realized on 
metal, weod, glass or paper, and the public 
will readily learn to distinguish the oneness 
of the colors thus brought out They will 
babilitate themeelves as specialties, and thus 
supercede competition of the common char 
acter. I know of a cigar manufacturer who 
exploited a cigar wrapp:r of a uniquely clara 
character, and a “‘spotted’’ firmament. He 
was unsuccessful in tetroducing and popu 
larizing this article until the color artist had 
succeeded in illustrating the foible of nature 
and chemical resource. Now this cigar wrap- 
per bas a field of its own, and the artist was 
he creator. If cone set out to exploit singu 
larities to his profit, be they natura! or arti 
ficial, mere advertising the possession will 
only attract the few An army of soldiers 
may march through the tewn and only at 
tract the casual observer Herald this army, 
or set its step to a blare of trumpets or beat 
ing of drums, and possibly the whole popula- 
tion will be on the qui vive 


An Eastern genius has a new scheme, 
which is to be confined to a special sphere 
He imtemds to establish a folding fence cir 
cuit. That is, he will interest bill board ad 
vertivers, or rather, paint board advertisers, 
im a scheme to create a “mile-long” fence 
composed of numbered sections, whict can be 
put up or detached and trans-shipped, as or 
casicn cr contracts require.

t of this article far above that of the men 

who execute the picture desired 

The history of the poster in this country 

interesting. Im the first place it consisted 
merely of a simple announcement on a sheet 
ab am the size of a programme Subsequent 
to this came the lithographs of a e#tar per, 
former, which were distributed to shop-keep- 
ers for display in their windows. Next came 
the three-sheet, consisting of three sheets of 
paper, each measuring 23 by 43 inches. This 
was used for circus advertising, and P. T. 
Rarnum hes been given the credit of intro- 
ducing them. These have developed into the 
regular stand work of to-day, the average 
stand being termed a _  twenty-eight-sheet 
stand: it is four esheets high and seven sheets 
long. Regular stands given over to adver- 
tising purposes were established about 1872, 
and, although some difficulty was at first ex- 
perienced in finding available locations, their 
rapidly grew. The Uncle Tom's 
Cabin Co. was one of the first attractions to 
go om the road, and the wood-cuts first used 
were gradually replaced by lithograph work 
of a fair sort 

The artistic improvement in posters began 
some time previous to 1875, coincident with 
the improvements in photography and lithog- 
raphy, and it has now reached a point where 
it will be almost impossible to ascend. To be 
sure, the modern affair costs a great deal more 
than did its crude predecessors, but neverthe- 
less, as fully six times as many are in use 
now as there used to be, the cost of fine work 
is proportionally lessened. 

The assertion of theatrical men that it was 
the theatres appropriating the idea of the cir- 
cuses which caused the immense development 
of poster advertising by manufacturers, is 
entirely correct. The reason that you see 
more commercial posters than theatrical dis- 
plays is that the mercantile houses have, as 
a rule, more money to spend in this kind of 
advertising. The expense of placing the paper 
before the public bas increased greatly since 
bill posters now pay rent for their stands 
Their prices for sticking bills have gradually 
ascended from two and two and ome-half cents 
a sheet to four and five cents. This fall, as 
times in the past, efforts are bring 
by combinations of theatrical managers 
to do away with 
tirely.

lithographs for a period than 
thirty-tep weeks, which gives a total expend- 
ture of $3,200 a The pay 
out much more for this purpose, and the two 
or three very large concerns certainly do not 
Spend less than $40,000 a year, 
more than $100,000 every season. Of twenty- 
five popular places of amusement in New 
York, which include the largest music halls, 
it is estimated that each during the season 
Uses about fifty twenty-eight-sheet stands of 
paper, or 1,250 in all. Bach of these places 
on an average, too, has about 350 three-sheet 
Stands, or 8,750 in all, Each has about 2,

Formerly a 
manager waited until the play he prometed 
proved to be a success before giving orders

twenty feet of the line of any street, alley, 
‘ane or other public place, or elsewhere iu 
said city, higher than six feet, measured as 
herein proviced, shall immediately thereafter 
be taken down, or so reduced in height as nuc 
to eaceed the limit of suid six feet; but auy 
such bill board or sign advertisement may be 
allowed to remain 
City Ccuncil therefor be obtained, as in the 
case of the erection cf such bill board or 
sign advertisement in the first instance, ana 
in the manner hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 7. Any viclation of this ordinance 1s 
hereby declatrcd to be a misdemeanor, and it 
shall be puni.hable by a fine of not less than 
ten nor more than two hundred and fitcy 
dcllars, or by imprisonment in the city jau 
tor not ss than ten nor more than one hun- 
ared Gays, or by beth such tine and impriso.-

auc. 9. The City Clerk shall certify to the

You certainly can put up an 
argument against “Tom, Dick and Harry” on 
the grounds that you are a professional dis- 
tributor, and that upon your good services 
depend your future orders; while the harum- 
scatum fellows about town usually get away 
with the matter as quickly as possible, caring 
nothing for results, as it is probably their 
first and last job of the kind. If you talk to 
your merchants along this line, it will be very 
easy to convince them of the truth. In some 
cases I would advise a trial distribution at a 
special price, with the understanding that if 
results are satisfactory, you are to receive 
regular prices for future work. The many 
rainy days during the fall give you ample 
time to do the soliciting; then you will have 
distributing to do when the sun shines. 


We would respectfully suggest to Mesers. 
Runey & Stahibrodt that when they men- 
tion the charter of their association they have 
it read: “Chartered June 18th, 1895. Re-inear 
nation, July, 1899,"' which would be nearer 
the truth and not so misleading.

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A lengthy article recently appeared in the h b 
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;Editor of ‘‘The Billboard:"’ 

' Dear Sir—The remarks which appeared in 
tthe last issue of The Bill Poster regarding 
the I. A. of D. are very easy to account for. 

They are liable to say any and everything 
against the I. A. of D. in order that they may 
build up their own association, which is made 
j}up of or controlled by a few who would not 
join the I. A. of D. until it was too late. 

Because they were not recognized as the 
instigators of the association, they are try- 
ing to get up an onvrosition, and in this way 
kill the I. A. of D. It is my opinion that their 
reason for so doing is because our associa- 
tion did not make The Bill Poster the officiai 
organ. If we had complied with their wishes 
and recognized them as the real thing, per- 
mitting them to dictate to the members the 
way in which the work should be done and 
allowed them to become official solicitors, 
they would have been satisfied. 

Well, the International Association of Dis- 
tributors will do nothing of this sort. We have 
gone this far without any so-called solicitors 
aud allowed no one to charge a percentage 
on work, which is one thing that has made 
our association what it is to-day. The man 
who does the work is the one who is entitled 
to the money, and the sooner the advertisers 
recognize this fact the better it will be for all 
concerncec. This so-called solicitor business 
is becoming very tiresome to the majority of 
the advertisers. About 90 per cent. of the 
work one gets now comes through some self- 
appointed solicitor. Take the following for an 
instamce: A member of some large adver- 
tising concern makes arrangements with you 
to put out paper at a stated price, and about 
the time you should receive the paper, you 
get a letter which reads: “I have shipped you 
a certain amount of paper advertising (some 
article). Send me bill and I will remit, less 
my regular commission, allowed me by the 
association.’’ Now, as this is the same paper 
for which you contracted, and at the tinie 
arrangements were made there was nothing 

i said about commissions, it looks rather sus- 
picious. 

Of course there are some legitimate solici- 
tors who work up the business, but there are 
twice as many more who bump the men who 

h are employed to do the work. The opposition 

BD associativs ~ill serve the distributor in the 
same way; he will get but little work that he 

} will not have to give a commission on. The 
1. A. of u. has lived this far, and is in a 
healthy condition, without a solicitor, and any 
ove who makes the statement that our asso- 
ciation is of no benefit to its members, simply 
cam not prove their assertion. They do not 
know of what they are speaking, or else are 
prejudiced against us. It is my opinion that 
the party who wrote the article which ap- 
peared in The Bill Poster must belong to 
either one of the above classes. 

I bave never talked with a member of the 
1. A. of D. but that they stated that the as- 
sociation was the best organization in exist- 
ence, and brought them better returns than 
all others combined. 

Since I joined the I. A. of D. my distribut- 
ing business has been more than trebled, and 
I know that our association stands high in 
the estimation of the large advertisers. My 
patrons ask for no recommendation other than 
that I am a member of the International As- 
sociation of Distributors. The advertiser 
knows that if a member of our association 
does not do his work right, the I. A. of D. 
will make good for same. I received a letter 
a short time ago, in which the statement was 
made that the new association was the only 
one that could be sued and money collected 
for work not put out properly. Well, that 
may be, but I wrote the gentleman that the 
I. A. of D. was not organized for the purpose 
of being sued; that the highest principle of

Muddled over the Location of 
Missouri State Fair.

At the last session of the Legislature a bill 
was passed providing for the location of a 
State Fair and appropriating the proceeds of 
the Breeder's law to help the same along. 
The duty of locating the fair was assigned 
to the State Board of Agriculture. Of course, 
there was a good deal of sharp competition. 
Audrain County influences passed the bill and 
Mexico laid claim to the prize. So did Se- 
dalia, Moberly, Marshall and several smaller 
cities. After a dead lock of considerable du 
ration, Sedalia was selected. 

The bill requires a domation of not less than 
150 acres of land All the competing cities 
claimed to have secured the necessary land, 
but now it seems that Sedalia has had some 
trouble in securing a deed to the tract near 
the city, on which the fair was located. Just 
what the trouble over the title to the land is 
has not been definitely explained, but, at all 


events, the State Board of Agriculture was 
not satisfied with the title Then Kansas 
City, Mexico, Moberly, Marshall and a num- 


ber of other cities again pressed their claims. 
However, under the terms of the bill, the first 
State Fair should be held next season. This will 
give ample time for an amicable adjustment

In the Distributors’ Department of ‘The 
Bill Poster-Display Advertising,’ recently ap- 
peared an article signed by Charles Bernara, 
who is evidently suffering from temporary 
eherration, and might for this reason be ea- 
cused, To the first paragraph of the ar- 
tuucie the writer need not reply, since it om 
merely the ravings of a disordered mind, ana 
can not cause any uneasiness to those directly 
interested 

The cause which led to the formation of the 
I. A. of D. is well known. For vears tte 
national advertisers had been wrestling with 
the problem of how to get honest service in 
house-to-house distributing. In some parts 
of the Union they found men who were hon- 
est, and who took pride in making distrin- 
uting a feature of their business by employ- 
ing men to do the work under, the supervis- 
jon of a responsible person; while others were 
content to employ school-boys and negroes to 
do the work at a few cents, and did not care 
whether the advertising matter got into the 
gutter or sewer. This condition was true of 
Atlanta as well as other cities in the Union. 
So-called “‘aseociations, advertising compa- 
nies. bureaus, etc.,’’ had existed, but the aa- 
vertisers had no confidence in them, knowing 
they were fraundulent, and were only luring 
the dollars out of their victims, The last ot 


them (the I. D. A. of Philadelphia) has, ever 
since its death, left a stigma that has Cast 
its mantle upon the newborn infant of ts 
bame. This latter day association is a fatr 
up-to-date specimen of its predecessors. : 

When a few men who were making distrit- 
uting an exclusive business got together aud 
formed an association, what a cry there was 
from certain elements of “‘another fraud!” 
But the men at the back of it were men ot 
Sterling character and business integrity, ana 
speedily demonstrated to the advertisers that 
they would give honest service. How wei! 
they succeeded let the advertisers of the Unn- 
ed States answer! When the schemers behina 
the “I. D. A."" discovered that the advertisers 
were gradually cancelling their contracts witu 
them and placing them in the care of men 
who would render an bonest service, they saw 
too late the error of their ways. Nothing at- 
tests more to the excellent reputation of tn 
1. A. of D. than does the confidence which the 
national advertisers are placing in its men,- 
bers. It is claimed that 75 per cent. of the 
members of the l. A. of D. are bill posters. 
Granted. It was to their benefit to join, ana 
they have increased their business thereby. 
The plea that it became necessary to organize 
“a new association’ to protect the rights ot 
the bill posters is a fallacy 

rhe third and fourth paragraph of this re- 
ally amusing article is better answered by the 
above heading, “By their works ye = shai! 
know them." There never was a baser cou- 
spiracy than was that which was perpetratca 
upon the members of the 1. A. of D. during 
the recent convention at Cincinnath, The rea; 
facts may never be known, but enough was 
known at the time to defeat the infamous 
Bernard-Stoops combine. Listen to the pre- 
sentation Bernard makes: 

‘l have held the |. A. of D. franchise in 
Charleston, 8S. C. The franchise in Savannah 
is held by J. E. Campos, who is not a repre- 
sentative member for a city of importance. 
Not because he is dishonest, or that he ne«- 
lects his dutics, but for the very valid reasou 
that he makes no effort to increase business, 
he never has used a letterhead, has not a 
dollar to do business on, never has done ao 
single act that could aid or benefit the Ll. a. 
of D., and yet, after 1 have given him office 
rent free for a year, advertised him in “The 
Billboard’’ at my expense, and finally, wheu 
I realized that for self protection | must hau- 
dle distributing with my bill posting business, 
1 asked that the Savannah franchise be trans- 
ferred to me.”’ 

Note the above! Not a single charge was 
preferred against Campos, and there is not 
a clause in the Constitution and By-laws ut 
the Il. A. of D. whereby a member can ve 
expelled without good and sufficient reason, 


yet Mr. Bernard would have him expelled 
merely to gratify his own selfish interests. 
The I. A. of D. has practiced the motto of 


the A. B. P. A., “You stick to me and I will 
stick to you.”’ It is not run, as asserted, by 
any clique or combine. Each member is te- 
quired to give an honest service, and be gov- 
erned by the Constitution and By-laws, of 
forfeit his franchise. It has no trumped-up 
bond scheme: but it does guarantee to every 
advertiser full indemnity for any loss sus- 
tained at the hands of any of its members vy 
pro-rata assessment. And yet, for the reasun 
that the association extends to every member 
the protection and loyalty be deserves, this 


man would have the world believe that the 
l. A. of D. is controlled by a combine who 
‘run things.” But there are two sides to 


every question, and we may well ask, “Who 
is Bernard?’ 

We find that in January, 1898, he came to 
Savannah with a letter of recommendation to 
J. E. Campos, 29 Dayton street, from W. H. 
Steinbrenner, Secretary of the I. A. of b., 
requesting that Mr. Campos extend the bear- 
er every assistance he could. This he did. How 
well he did is perhaps best known to Ber- 
nard himself. He requested Mr. Campos re- 
peatedly to give up his office and take qua:- 
ters with him, which Campos agreed to ao 
after being assured that it was to the interest 
of both. 

From July 1 to Nov. 1, during Bernard's 
absence from the city, Campos had charge of 
Bernard's business, and upon his” return 
rendered him a just account of his stewara- 
ship. It is not unreasonable to assert that 
all Bernard hes today he owes to the friena- 
ship and assistance of the man he betrayea, 
and he has now added Insult to injury. 

Campos has always had business letter- 
heads of his own, and was persuaded to tse 
Bernard's for the purpose of advertising the 
new bill posting plant. When busy Campos 
requested Bernard to attend to his = corre- 
spondence for him; but whese name did Ber- 
nard sign to these letters? Campos’? Let 
him answer. And this is the man who wouid 
have the members of the I, A. of D. expet 
Campos in favor of him! 

As to Chattanooga, I deny that the reported 
condition of affairs exists there. H. 8. Holmes 
is an honorable man, and is doing a good 
business. He has the confidence and esteem 
of the local as well as the national advertis- 
ers, and has the ability and conscientiousness 
to render the advertisers more honest work 
than his accusers. Facts are stubborn things, 
but seeing is believing. 

As to the speech made by me in Cincinnatl 
being a tirade of abuse, not one word or sen- 
timent was uttered that would prove discredit 
to any man or association; but it was a fea:- 
ful blow to the Bernard-Stoops combine. 

The members of the I, A. of D. have noth- 
ing to fear from its enemies. With fidelity to 
every trust, capable of rendering the adver- 
tieers the honest service they deserve, they 
will continue to hold what can never be taken 
away from them by fraundulent methods, The 
storm may rage, but it Is only for a season. 
Associations are not born in a day, neither do 
large numbers make an association unless 
combined with integrity. The so-called “'t. Db. 
A.’ poesesses neither, while the I. A. of bD. 
has both the essential qualifications, The 
1. A. of D. never bad a brighter future than 
that which is at present before it. Standin 
together, faithful to every trust, loyal to eac 
other, we have and will continue to prove to 
the world that we are worthy of the confi- 
dence and patronage of all advertisers.

The two advertisements ar 
bound to help each other and increase the de 
mand, and will thus reflect credit upon you 
system. If you can only get the local dealer 
to act im conjunction with the general aa? 
vertisers, you will have a constant and in, 
creasing source of revenue. 

A similar system may be employed in th, 
distributing business. The following is an ex, 
planation of my “insert” plan, which shoul.“ 
work for the advantage of every one con’ 
cerned—the national advertiser, the loca 
dealer, and, what is more to the point, th’ 
distributor: 

An example will probably give the cleares' 
idea of my plan. Say that you have close: 
a contract with the Lydia E. Pinkham Co 
for the distribution of their books; go imme 
Giately to the dealer or a dealer, and tel’ 
him that you are about to distribute th: 
books. He then gets out a special folder—fo. 
instance, “‘How to Bathe the Body, to Im 
prove the Circulation,” ete., while taking the 
Pinkham Compound. This folder does no, 
hurt the sale of the compound in the least* 
and if well gottem up, is an excellent ad. fo 
the local man. The distributor in this way 
gets two prices for one distribution. Follov 
out this plan in the distribution of tea, coffee 
tobacco, chewing gum, clothing, shoes, and 
in fact, every line of goods. !

Advertising Analyzed. 


If advertising could be analyzed and the 
xroportions of its component parts tabulated, 
it would be found that its efficacy was chiefly 
jue to its iteration. Here is about the way it 
would appear:

It is worthy of note that the bill boards 
yield more iteration in a day than newspa- 
pers do in amonth. 

When your ad. is a poster, it is in evidence 
on every hand. No matter where you go or 
which way you turn, you see it. It confronts 
you here, there and everywhere. Morning, 
noon and night it stares you in the face. If 
it was in the papers how often would you see 
it? Twice daily—once in the morning and 
again at night. Which is the best advertising 
medium? 

The medium that will pay any and all ad- 
vertisers has not yet been discovered. 


Mr. Duke’s View. 


J. B. Duke, President of the Tobacco Trust, 
is firmly of the opinion that small expendi- 
ture of money in advertising is wasteful. He 
writes that in a city, for instance like New 
York, if they spent a thousand dollars tu 
advertising Virginia Cheroots, they might, -o0 
far as profit to them is concerned, just as 
well give the money to the poor; but if they 
spent from ten to twenty thousand dollars, 
every dollar of it comes back promptly; that 
if they make displays of Virginia Cheroot 
Signs in cigar stores, they waste their money 
if they use but a few hundred stores; whiie 
if they put the display in every tobacco store 
in the city, at, say, an average cost of $10 
each, and reinforce this by thousands of do.- 
lars’ worth of posters, they get every dollar 


of the expenditure back almost immediately. 
A small company of soldiers against great 
odds will be annibilated, but sufficient force 
sweeps irresistably on to victory. All of the 
immense factories of the trust are working 
night and day, trying to meet the demand for 
Virginia Cheroots. A month ago they were 
fifteen million behind their orders. The post- 
ing was discontinued, but the demand kept 
growing, simply, it seemed, by reason of its 
own momentum. Today they are twenty-five 
million behind their orders. 


Notes. 


Catch phrases are highly valuable—espe- 
cially on posters. Some experts aver that 
there is no article advertised whose salient 
merit can not be so expressed. 

Standing, cut-out figures are becoming quite 
popular with the advertisers. Hance Bros. & 
White, of Philadelphia, the manufacturers of 
“Frog in Your Throat,’’ use a huge frog al- 
most five feet in heighth, which they place 
in drug stores. Procter & Gamble, to adver- 
tise their Lenox soap, have placed in groceries 
a figure of a woman standing by a wash-tub 
and the lather is very much in evidence. 

The method gives good results, since the no- 
tice of the articles is brought directly before 
probable buyers, and in many instances 
before the immediate purchaser. But the 
question is, how long will the retailers 
“stand” for the practice? A demand is not 
likely to be created by these signs, and the 
dealer makes as much profit om one kind of 
soap or tablet as another—then where does he 
come in? The signs, in most instances, are 
a nuisance and forever in the way, and if 
some way is not found to make them usc- 
ful as well as ornamental, they are doomed to 
the death that knows no waking. 


“Just Right’ is the catch-line used by 
Voige & Winters to advertise their “Cincy” 
Cigar. It is a good one—very short, yet fully 
describes the cigar as they wish it known. 


The Queen & Crescent has erected at Fifth 
and Race Streets, Cincinnati, a huge sheet, 
on which stereopticon views of “Life in 
Cuba’ are shown. The company is not satis- 
fied to have the crowds that just happen 
along, watch their show, but have placed ad- 
vertisements in the street cars calling at- 
tention to the free display. The Queen & 
Crescent is mentioned as the public benefac- 
tor, and this gives the desired publicity. The 
card thus serves a double purpose. 


Robert Walter, M.D., Walter's Park, Pa., 
will advertise his Sanitarium with posters. 
He will use a lithographed one-sheet at the 
beginning. 


Thos. H. Davis, the well-known showman, 
owner of some twenty or twenty-five theatric- 
al companies, has gone into the patent medi- 
cine business, so it is said. He has, with 
characteristic impetuosity, gone in big. He is 
promoting the White Daisy Chemical Co., of 
1,295 Broadway, New York, and under this 
style is pushing a purgative pill, a salve, a 
a tooth powder, a toilet soap, a complexion 


powder, a beauty balm, kidney cure and nerve 
tonic. Under the style of the Cadarow Gold 
Cure Co., he is introducing a new jag rem- 
edy. In order to advertise his remedies on a 
wide seale he has started a publication of his 
own, called “‘New York Home Life."’ He will 
also utilize the bill boards later on, besides 
patronizing distributors largely. 


Perhaps it is a hard matter to get up an 
ad. that is absolutely new anc original. What 
of it?) It is no excuse for thinking the old 
ideas will not draw. Just dress them up in 
new language. Take a hint from the women. 
Put on a new gown, a hat or even a bit of 
new ribbon, and they are as fresh and fetch- 
ing as any one could desire. 


A railroad manager of Pittsburg, Pa., re- 
cently refused an advertising agency's offer 
of $15000 for the privilege of using the space 
on all the road's box cars for advertising put- 
poses. The offer was refused because tne 
displays would make it difficult for their meu 
to read the car numbers and initials. 


The Chicago Apparel Gazette says: ‘The 
fcremost advertisers of today are men who 
use the simplest words and the shortest sen- 
tences.’ 


One of the earliest bits of advertising on 
recard appeared in a book, printed in Paris 
in 1509. A writer inserts the following notice: 
“I do not lock my wares away dike the miser, 
but anybody can carry them away for a litue 
money.’ 


An advertising company hired a hall at 24 
East 97th street, New York, N. Y., for a year 
for $65, and painted an advertisement on i. 
At the end of the year it did not paint out 
the advertisement, and after fourteen months 
more the owner of the house sued for four- 
teen months’ additional rent. The Appellate 
Term of the Supreme Court says no. The 
centract was not a lease, and the defendaut 
was not a hold-over tenant. If the landlord 
wanted the sign painted out he should have 
so stipulated in the contract.

No advertisement can have these qualities un- 
less the composition has a central point of 
interest that will at once attract attention, for 
the “hare can not be cooked until he ts 
caught,’ and as a rule he must be caught un- 
awares. About the central point of interest 
should be grouped such explanatory details 
as will create thought. With such a com po- 
sition an advertisement is almost sure to be 
artistic, and bring good results, no matter 
whether it is a composition of type forms, 
beautiful lines or artistic colorings. 

Painters, sculptors and all artists are crea- 
tive, their compositions are founded upon 
basic principles, which form a strong con- 
hecting bridge between the eye and the sub- 
ject represented, and if the subject is skill- 
fully and artistically presented, the eye of 
layman or artist the . bridge

A Judicious Advertiser. 


In one of the October issues of Printers’ Ink 
there appeared an interview with Mr. Thos. 
P. Hunter, the proprietor of the largest re- 
tail grocery business in the United States. He 
has over fifty stores, located in Philadelphia. 

The question was asked him, when and how 
he started his business and to what he attrib- 
uted its growth. His reply was so decidedly 
in favor of the methods of advertising which 
we advocate that we herewith reproduce his 
answer: : 

“Fourteen years ago, with a nucleus of $60 
and limited credit, a small grocery store was 
started on Germantown Avenue, and part of 
the money at once invested in 5,000 circulars. 
Mr. Ilunter laughingly related how two boys 
amazed ‘him by coming back within an hour, 
telling him that the full 5,000 bad been dis- 
tributed,” 


“But those circulars brought me trade, and 
I have stuck to them assiduously ever since. 
In fact, I have used nothing but circulars up 
to about eighteen months ago, and have a 
record of having opened thirty-two stores un- 
der their influence, too; but during the eight- 
een months that I have used newspapers I 
have o- ened nineteen additional stores, mak- 
ing my total fifty-one at the present time.” 

Mr. Hunter here said that he holds his bul- 
letin boards, of which he has several outside 
every store, first; his cireulars, which he rex- 
ularly employs forty men to distritute, sec- 
ond; and newspapers last in importance for 
his particular advertising. 


Advertising in Cuba. 


The American Advertiser has a verdant field 
before Lim in Cuba.

The stock show, 
e display of agricultural implements, the 
irticultural and pomological exbibits, were 
so very good. The attractions at the race 
ack, however, absorbed much of the atten- 
ym hitherto bestowed upon the cattle pens 
s@ the judging rings.

The Fort Scott (Kas.) Business Men’s Club 
held a great street fair and carnival Oct. Ww 
to 14, and fully carried out the promise made 
in their advertising catch-line, **‘A Hot Time 
in a Hot Town, and Fort Scott Pays the 
Bills.”’ 

For forty-one years the New Jersey State 
Agricultural Society has ‘held the State Fair 
at Waverly, N. J. This year’s fair closed the 
long series of annual meetings, for the fair 
grounds have been sold to be used as a park, 
and only the annual meeting in January next 
will determine what will be done. The fair 
this year was in many ways the best they 
ever had, but it was not a decided farmers’ 
exhibit, as formerly. Consequently, the inter- 
est in the stock and agricultural departments 
lagged somewhat. 

The International Day at the Spokane Fruit 
Fair was one of the biggest during the ex- 
position. Hundreds of people from British 
Columbia visited Spokane on that day. 

The Ottawa Exhibition ran a fortnight. The 
day receipts for admissions were $14,965.02, 
and the evening receipts were $7,817.62—total, 
$22,836.64, against $23,384.90 last year. The 
falling off was due to bad weather, and the 
deficiency will be considerable, inasmuch as 
the exhibition was, for the first time in its 
history, kept open for a fortnight. 

Georgia’s greatest State Fair opened Oct. 
18, at Atlanta. The military and civic parade 
which inaugurated the opening of the fair 
was one of the finest Atlanta has ever known. 
The opening ceremonies were participated in 
by the local military organizations and many 
distinguished Georgians. Immense crowds 
and great enthusiasm prevailed throughout 
the entire exposition. The grounds were beau- 
tifully decorated. The exhibits were most 
complete and the special attractions were va- 
ried and numerous. The management deserves 
great credit for the thorough manner in which 
every detail was attended to. Secretary T. 
H. Martin should be complimented upon the 
vigorous advertising campaign which he con- 
ducted, and upon the results arising from it. 

The Lake County Agricultural Society meet- 
ing at Libertyville, Ill., was a great success. 
The society paid $4,500 in premiums and 
purses and cleared $1,000 besides. 
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The fair at York, Neb., this year was a 
failure. No blame attaches to the officers, 
although a more liberal advertising appropri- 
ation would have aided the meeting mate- 
rially. 

A clean and successful street fair was held 
a Greensburg, Ind., during the week of 
Oct. 3. 

The State Fair at Grand Rapids was a grati- 
fying success, the receipts being over $16,000. 

The Windsor County (Vt.) Fair opened with 
rainy weather, so that exhibitions in nearly 
every class were fewer than entries. It made 
a good finish, however, and the net receipts 
amounted to $2,760, nearly equal to those of 
last year. 

The East Hardwick (Vt.) Fair was an all- 
around fair. The departments were all equal- 
ly balanced and the show was a creditable 
one. Much interest was shown, notwithstand- 


‘ing that honorable mentions were the only 


prizes, 


Brandon, Vt., had the best fair in Ruthland 
County. 

The New Hampshire Fair, at Amherst, was 
the largest and best for many years. A coach- 
ing parade, in which there were twelve floats, 
representing the seasons, and a great float, 
the Mayflower manned by the Pilgrims, was a 
special feature worth going miles to see. 

The old Newbury (Mass.) Fair gave its 
promoters the pleasant surprise of a hand- 
some surplus, instead of the deficit which was 
rather expected. It was found necessary to 
extend the time one afternoon and evening 
to accommodate the crowds. 

The annual fair of the Crawford County 
Agricultural Association, held at Conneaut- 
viile, Pa., did not allow its old record to be 
lowered this year. The races constituted a 
grand and attractive feature. 

The big fair at Brockton, Mass., Oct. 4 to 7, 
entertained the largest crowd on record, 42,000 
people being present on one day. For the first 
time the society allowed pools in connection 
with the races without trying to conceal it. 
The practice did not give general satisfaction 
to the citizens of Brockton. 

‘Excursions from different points brought 
hundreds of people to the Victoria (Tex.) 
Fair. The exhibits were attractive and inter- 


esting. The balloon and chariot raccs were 
great. The horse racing was cxceptionaliy 
fine. The managers showed that they were 


up-to-date by having an abundan-e of free ice 
water for the visitors. 

The York County Fair, held at York, Pa, 
showed a larger attendance than for several 
years. 

The turnstiles at the Burks County Fair As- 
sociation’s fair, Reading, Pa., showed on one 
day that 25,000 people had passed through. 

A correspondent from Lincoln, Neb., says: 
“The Lincoln Street Fair and the Lancaster 
County Fair were held in conjunction. Tre 
combination ‘gee'd’ all right, and the Treas- 
urer had more than enough money to pay the 
bills.’’ 

The recent fair held at Troy, O., had good 
exhibits and good crowds to see them. 

A question often asked at the Meadsville, 
Pa., Fair on the first two days was, ‘‘Where 
did all the people come from?"’ On the sec- 
ond day this year it was estimated that 20,000

The fifty-eighth annual cattle show and fair 
of the Hoosatonic Agricultural Society at 
Great Barrington, Mass., did excellently, the 
receipts amounting to over $7,000. 


The gem of the Amherst (Mass.) Fair was 
a corner-room of antiquities fitted up for the 
enjoyment of visitors. 


Stouton, Mass., held an unusually good ag- 
ricultural fair. An old-time farmers’ supper 
was served one evening.
